Arabia and Ita Traditions. 



That great Chersonese, Arabia, was 
from its insolated geographical 
position, exempted down tho ages 
from the wars and convulsions 
which, in tho Eastern world, swept 
away kingdoms, empires, and 
dynasties, and consigned peoples to 
bondage or extermination. It is a 
country of deserts and fertile spots. 
.The greater number of its people 
were divided into nomadic tribes, 
[governed by a sheik or emir, who 
! lived in tents and moved from one 
place to another every few days for 
fresh pasturage for their flocks and 
herds. To this day these tribes live 
in the same pastoral simplicity as 
in -ancient times. As they move 
about, they form a motley aggrega- 
tion of people, camels, liorses, asses, 
goals and sheep, with their simple 
household elTocLs laden on camels 
and asses. The grass, soon eaten 
olT, springs up again as it is left for 
a fresh oasis, and furnishes pau- 
turago for other herds which follow 
periodically. 

Tho Arabians are a pooi)le of 
poetio imagination, and among tlieir 
legends and traditions, is thai when 
Adam and Eve were cast out of the 
Garden of Eden, Adam f.dl on a 
mountain in the island of Ceylon, 
and Eve fell in Arabia noai the Red 
Sea, that they wandered separate 
for 200 years before they were 
permitted to come together again: 
that God listened to their penitence 
and supplication, and by angels sent 
down from heaven, a radiant temple 
of clouds, towards which Adam al- 
ways prayed and each timo made 
seven circuits around it: that at 
Adam's death this temple dis- 
appear<5d, or was drawn up to 
heaven: that Seth, son of Adam, 
then built a temple of stone on the 
sitfl, which was swept away, in tho 
deluge: that in lime, by God's com- 
mand, Ishm.ael, assisted by his 
father Abraham, rebuilt the temple, 
or Caaba, on tlio original site in 
Mecca: that the angel Gabriel 
brought thom a stone from Paradise 
which they built in*o an exterior 
corner of Caaba, and which to this 
day is kissed by the followers of 
Islam each time they make a circuit 
of the temple. 

According lo Arab traditions, 
their country was Hrst people by 
.loclan, of the fourtli generation 
from Shorn. His descendants 
spreail over Southern Arabia, ono 
son founding the Kingdom of 
Yemen, another son tho Kingdom 
of Hedjaz. Tho well Zem Zem, in 
the vicinity of the Caaba, is held, 
.sacred to this day. Hagar and Ish- 
mael, sent away l)y Abraham, 18't'i 
H. C, when near perishing of thirst 
in the desert, are said to ^lave been 
directed to this well by an angol. 
They settled among the descendants 
of Joctan, and in time Ishmael mar- 
ried a princess of the line of Jur- 
ham. Hy hor ho had 12 sons, whoso 
d<wcondanls were divided into the 
12 tribes of Ishmael. They accpiir- 
ed dominion over the country', and 
oil her drove out or overran tlio orig- 
inal settlers, and lo this day Ishmael 
is revojod as the great ancestor of 
the Arabians. The Queen of Slioba, 
who visited Solomon, was no doubt 
ono of his descendants, for hor do- 
minions were in southern Arabia, 
Thus in tho case of Ishmael was ful- 
fllled God's oonvont with Abraham, 
in (Genesis 17: 18-20. In Arabian 
tradition, it was Ishmael whom God 
comman.iod Abraham to sacrifice, 
and not Isaac. His descendants, 
robbers of caravans tiud wild 
rovers of tho desert, were like their 
progenitor in that " He will be a 
wild man, his hand against every 
man, and every man's hand against

The Arabians are Mahometans. 
Their ci-eed is " there is no (rod 
but (}od." They accept Jesus 
Christ as the groalest of all the piv- 
phets, befo.0 tho coming of Ma- 
homet, but they take no stock in 
Him as the Savionr of the world. 
Thoy hold Adam, Noah, Abraham, 
Ish.naol, Isaac, Jacob, Moses, 
Jesus and Mahomet, in the greatest 
revoivnco. In their tiaditions: 
Torah, the father of Ab.'aham, was 
an idolator. Abraham said unto 
his father: " Why dost (hon take 
graven images for gotis ? Verily 
thtni ami thy people are in ori"or." 
The., was the flrmamont of heaven 
displayed unto Abraha.n, that ho 
might see how the world was 



their hands in horror 

Mahomet did not profess to sol 
up a now religion. " Wo follow," 
says the Koran, " the religion of 
Abraham, the orthodox, who was 
no idolator. We believe in God 
attd that which halli l)e«n sent down 
to us, and in that which hath been 
sent down to .Vbraham and lahmael 
a.ul Isaac and Jacob arid the tribes, 
and that which was dolivei-ed unto 
Moses and Jesus, and that which 
was delivered unto the prophets 
from the Lord: we •make no dis- 
tinction between any of thom, and 
to God wo are resigned." The 
corner slo.io of (lie refor.ned reli- 
gion was unity oftJod. "There is 
no God but (}od." Tho divinity of 
t^hrist was rejected as impious, and 
tho doctrine of the Trinity was de- 



governed. When night came and 
darkness overshadowed the earth, 
he beheld a bright star shining in 
tho firmament, and cried out ^o his 
people, wha were ast rologera.- 
" This according to your assertions, 
is the Lord." Hut the star sot, ami 
Abraham said : " I have no faith in 
gods that set." He beheld the 
moon rising and said : "Assuredly, 
this is the Lord." But the moon 
likewise set, and he was confound- 
ed and prayed unto God: " Direct 
me lest I become as one of thase 
pooplo, who go aati-ay." When he 
saw tho sun rising, he cried out: 
"This is the uiost glorious of all: 
this of a eortainty is the Lord." 
Hut (ho sun also set. Then said 
Abiaham: "I believe not my 
people in those things ye call gods. 
Verily, I turn my face unto Him 
the Creator, who hath formed both 
tho heavens and the earth." 

The original religion of Arabia, 
as well as Persia, was partly Sabian 
and {Hirtly Magian. The Sabian 
faith at Qrst was pure and spiritual. 
It taught a belief in the unity of 
God, of a future state of rewards 
and punishments, and the necessity 
of a pure and holy life lo attain to 
immortality. The Sabians st'uxi in 
such awe of tho Supreme Being that 
they addressed tlioir prayers 
to the sun, moon, and stars — not 
as deities, but as inter- 
cessors between thom and the Most 
High. In time this practice of re- 
ligion dogenrated into out and oul 
idolatrv, and they not only wor- 
shipped tho sun, moon and stars, 
but sot up images in (heir temples 
and worshipped them as gods in- 
stinct with divinity. 

The Magians were fire worship- 
pers, or follow^ers of Zoroaster. At 
fli-st their creed was spiritual and 
simple. It taught a lioliof in the 
Supreme and Eternal God, in 
whom and by whom ail things 
exist. In this sect two active prin- 
ciples ojipo.sed each other: Orinuzd 
was tho good spirit, or genius, 
and Ahriinan was tho evil genii, 
demon or angel of darkness, which 
contested for good and evil in tho 
affairs of mankind. At the resur- 
rection and day of Judgment, 
those who followed the good spirit 
would enter the realms of everlast- 
ing happiness, while those who fol- 
lowed the evil demon wonldbe sent 
to an abod'.! of fearful gloom. At 
first the Magians had neither altars 
nor temples. They believed (Jod 
had his residence in the sun, and 
they addressed the Deity in tho sun 
direct. Zoroaster introduced 

temples and sacrvd tiro, claimed to 
have come from heaven, and this 
firo was kept alive perpetually, 
watched over by the Magi day and 
night. In time the Magians, like 
the Sabians, lost sight of the Divine 
principle in tho symbol, and de- 
generated into tlie degrading wor- 
ship of images. Hofore Mahoniot 
inti'oducod the religion of the Kor 
an, there wore in Mecca 'M>0 images 
of deities in and about the Caaba — 
ono for each day in the Arabian 
year. Mahomet destroyed the im- 
ages of idols wherever found. In a 
mountain stronghold away fnmi 
Mecca was a famous stone idol call- 
ed " Al Lat, the daughter of God." 
Her votaries kept her loaded with 
gold rings, chains and diamonds 
This idol was destroyed, notwith- 
standing the prayers of its admirers 
to be allowed to keep it for three 
years. Tho first man who struck 
at it with a shedge-hammer missed, 
and the forco of the blow flung 
him to the earth. The friends of 
the idol were in ecstasy at hor seem- 
ing ability to ward off danger. Hut 
another man striking with the ham- 



nounced as an outrage on the unity 
of God. We believe in God, but 
wo take no stock in the religion of 
Mahomet and the unspeakable 
Turk. In practice it was a religion 
of loot, tribute, blood, murdor, 
slaughter, rapine and miserj^ to un- 
told numbers of people. Wo believe 
in Jes\i8 Christ as the son of God — as 
one of the Trinity and as the Saviour 
of mankind, to those whofoi-sakesin 
because it was so foretold all the 
way down from 4,000 years before 
his coming. On that rock we build 
our faith. Hy his followers Ma- 
homet is held greatest of all prophets 
and none other was to come after 
him. We know this has proved a 
false prophesy, fiom the various 
anti-christs down to the Mormon 
prophet, who have appeared since 
his time.

Tliore may be — in fact, evidence 
proves that there are — good cooks 
who seemingly never measure any- 
thing, but by " about so .nuch of 
this," and " a pinch of that," bring 
about results so delicious that the 
would-be follower at onco deter- 
mines to throw rules to the winds 
and try the same way. (iooti cooks 
always measure — one by the cup 
and spoon, because she must; an- 
other by ihe judgment and ex- 
perience long years of doing the 
same thing over and over have 
given her; and the chances a.-olhat, 
unless you have the i-aro gift of 
cooking straight fi-om tho gods, you 
had bettoi cling to exact measures 
and weights it you wish tbo best re- 
sult every time, instead of once in 
a while. 

Dry ingredients, such as flour, 
sugar, spices and soda, should be 
sified before measuring, unlt\ss the 
recipe slates to the «'ontrary. 
Many carefully-written and many- 
times tried recipes fail from the lack 
of this little precaution, for a table- 
spoonful of unsifted flour will mea- 
sure oven twice as much after that 
process. Tho table, dessert, and 
teaspoons used for measuring 
should 1)0 of the ix>gulation sizes 
made in silver; the cup, the regu- 
lation kitchen cup, holding two 
gills or one-half of a pint. In 
measuring dry materials, a spoonful 
means that whatever is measured 
should round as much above the 
spoon as tho spoon rounds un- 
derneath. When a level or 
heaping spoonful is desired, it is so 
stated in the recipe. A sp(K)nful 
of liquid is the spoon full to the 
brim; one half of a spoonful should 
be measure lengthwise of the spoon, 
not across. 

>\. cupful is an even cup, leveled 
o(T — not shaken down — and accurate 
portions of the cupful may be found 
by using the measuring cups divided 
into thirtis and fourths. 'I'liose now 
oomeiii glass, which makes accuracy 
easy.
